Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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Claims 1- 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being by anticipated by Tran 
etal., U.S. 2004/0065446 A1. 

Tran et al. discloses all the claimed limitations including a an apparatus for 
radially expanding and plastically deforming a tubular member, including a support 
member (305); one or more expansion device segments (416), sealing device (210), 
latching mechanism (406), adjustable spring elements, expansion device segments, 
adjustable damping elements and sensors for sensing operating conditions during the 
radial expansion and plastic deformation of the tubular member by the adaptive 
expansion device. Tran et al, discloses a controller operably coupled to the adjustable 
spring elements, the adjustable damping elements, and the sensors; and a user 
interface operably coupled to the controller for receiving user inputs. Tran et al. 
discloses monitoring with a sensor using a sonic or acoustic-type tool to produce 
sounds emanating from the area of expansion. Tran et al. discloses a power supply 
(not shown) may be provided with CPU 510 to provide adequate electrical power (e.g., 
a suitably sized battery) needed in the operation of CPU 510. The central processing 
unit 510 controls the transmission and recording of data from the at least one sensor 
500. In one automated arrangement for the expander tool 400 of the present invention, 
the CPU 510 transmits signals to a downhole translation apparatus (not shown) 
causing the expander tool 400 to be translated from downhole without raising or 
lowering the drill string 310 from the surface. Such signals would be transmitted when 
the sensor 500 confirms engagement of the expandable tubular 120U with the inner 
surface of the lower string of casing 1 10L.
